Oomb, John S. Boder, L. E. Thompson, W. McKnsick and T.
B. Parker, and thoir associates and assigns be and are hero-
by constituted a body politic and corporate for the purposes
hereinafter mentioned, by the name of the Stillwater Bridge
Company, for the term of thirtyyeara, and by that name they
and their successors shall bo and they arc hereby made ca-
pable in law to contract and be contracted with, sue and bo
sued, plead and bo impleaded, prosecute and defend, answer
and bo answered, in any court of record and elsewhere, and
to purchase and to hold any estate, real, personal and mixed,
and the samo to grant, sell, lease, mortgage or otherwise dis-
pose of for the benefit of said Company; to devise and keep
a common seal ; to make and enforce any by-law not contrary
to the Constitution and laws of the United States or of this
Territory, and to enjoy all the privileges, franchises and im-
munities incident to a corporation.

SEC. 2. The capital stock of said company shall be forty 0apftai stock
thousand dollars, in shares of one hundred dollars each; and
the Board of Directors shall have power at any time, when-
ever a majority in value of the stockholders shall deem tho
same advisable, to increase the said capital stock to an
amount not exceeding one hundred thousand dollars.

meeting of the several subscribers thereto, giving twenty
days's notice of tho time and place of such meeting1, in any
two newspapers published in this Territory; and those of the
subscribers who may bo present at such meetiDgs so called
shall have power to elect a board of five directors from the
stockholders of said Company.

SEC. 5. The Board of Directors thus chosen shall proceed

That said
bridge company may at any time by a vote of the majority
of the stockholders, sell the bridge to any company, county a*in'ndse

or person who will maintain the same as a free bridge nnder
the penalties and restrictions of this act.
